The so called Roach boats are the Chi- 
cago, Atlanta, Boston and Dolphin, the 
pioneers of the new navy.

All were accepted finally, and 
they have shown abundantly that they 
were serviceable and far more efficient 
than was originally hoped for. The Dol- 
phin, over which there was the sharpest 
controversy, has made a most enviable 
record in a trip uround the world, a 
record which no vessel has yet surpassed. 
The Chicago has proved herself worthy 
in seamanship, and Admiral Walker 
preferred her as a flagship to some of tho 
newer vessels. Tho coming parade in 
New York harbor will show all the war- 
ships at their prettiest.

I moan it in the fullest acceptation of 
the term, as never a day has elapsed 
during the entire period that it has not 
twice each day separated the milk of 20 
cows, thus necessitating two washings 

As soon as the separating is over, I 
turn the separator bowl with the 
disks in a pile in a snail tin pan of 
clear, warm (not hot) water. I have a 
•tout, hempen cord about a yard long, 
pass it through tho pile of disks, and 
they are strung like beads on a string. 
I have ready in a dish pan, used only for 
this purpose, boiling hot water in which 
is a small amount of concentrated lye, 
just enough to cut tho grease and not 
enough to corrode the tin. Taking hold 
of either end of the cord, I roll and agi- 
tate the disks on the string until they 
are thoroughly cleansed. By this time 
they are ready for the drying process. 

I then take my piece of broom handle, 
sawed just long enough to reach across 
the top of the pan used to dry them off, 
lift the disks from the water with the 
ends of tho string, insert the broom han- 



dle a 



e tin 



handle across tho top of tho drying pan 
and pour a couple of quarts of clear, 
boiling water over tho disks, remove from 
the top of the pan and let them drain 
and dry, and while they are drying wash 
my bowl and the central cylinder and 
ecald them. Wipe dry and replace the 
disks and cylinder No drying with a 
cloth is necessary, as tho heat from the 
boiling water poured over them dries 
them thoroughly Wash and wipe the 
rubber ring and screw down tho top of 
the bowl. 

Putting the remaining portions of tho 
separator through the same process 
takes scarcely any more time than I've 
taken to write this. I can at any time 
wash ami put my separator in complete 
order in 10 minutes, und that, too, with- 
out any undue haste. By the use of tho 
string it obviates the necessity of han- 
dling each disk or plate separately and 
prevents the possibility of getting the 
numbers mixed. Since it is imperative 
that the plates should go into the bowl 
consecutively according to the number- 
ing, this plan of stringing precludes the 
misplacing of the numbers.— Mrs. Kate

The efforts of dairymen to make their 
cows surpass anything that has yet been 
done in the way of producing milk or 
butter needs to lie made with a great 
deal of cure Heavy feeding, which is 
Ono of the absolute essentials to success 
In record breaking must bo directed 
with no small degree of skill or elso it 
will result in a diminished instead of an 
increased power of production, and it 
may, as it has done in not a few in- 
stances, lead to tho loss of the animal it- 
self. If absolute safety is to bo consid- 
ered, it will be wise to rememl>er that 
extremes are usually dangerous and that 
tho feeding of animals is no exception to 
the goneral rule. But it is jwssiblo to 
learn very much about the merits of a 
cow as a butt, r producer without incur- 
ring any special risk 

If the feed is increased gradually, as it 
invariably ought to be, and its effect is 
carefully noted, tho owner of a cow will 
have littlo difficulty in deciding when the 
safe limit has been approached. Long 
before thnt point is reached he will be 
able to detormino whether the increased 
quantity of food supplied is proiital.iv 
utilized, for, contrary to what seems to 
be the belief of somo advocates of high 
feeding, there are cows which, through 
somo fault of digestion or assimilation or 
because they have a much stronger tend- 
ency to produce fiesh than they have to 
yield milk, do not pay for extra quanti- 
ties of grain. It therefore follows that 
when a test of the productive powers is 
made the health of the animals and tho 
financial interests of their owners will be 
best protected by a gradual increase in 
the quantity of grain supplied and the 
careful watching of the effects which it 



Great care should bo employed to keep 
the cows in milk ns long as iiossible. it 
takes a large percentage from the profits 
when cows are dry from three to four 
months in the year, or If their flow of 
milk decreases to any very marked de- 
gree during the last foivr or five months 

Clean, warm stables, plenty of pure 
water, from which the chill has been 
taken, roots or grain, or both, in addi- 
tion to their dry feed, are conditions 
which secure success in winter dairying. 
Nor is winter the only time when the 
cows need supplementary food. As soon 
as the summer's drought begins to short- 
en the pastures there should bo plenty of 
corn or sorghum, to supply the lacking 
feed. Sorghum is nn especially satisfac- 
tory crop for this purpose, as the cattle 
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Milk for cheesemukiug should always 
be aerated as soon as drawn from the 
cow. First class eh. ese can only be 
made rrom milk that is absolutely free 
from all impurities und aeration helps to 
secure such.

POOR ROADS CAUSE DISCONTENT. 
Hi. ) Have Done Mneh to Destroy the Glorj 

Good roads are of paramount Impor- 
tance to every citizen, but to the farmer 
especially. For the past few decades 
the farmer has devoted his attention to 
tho problem of producing crops of the 
liest quality in the greatest abundance 
nt the least cost, and in tho solution of 
this problem be has succeeded admira- 
bly. But the longer and tho better and 
the cheaiier his product, tho poorer, ap- 
parently, does he find himself to be at 
the end of tho year. Others seem to gain 
the profit; loss falls to his share. 

One cause of this state of affairs Is not 
difficult to find. The average farmer has 
not yet comprehended and solved the 
problem of exchange. The expense of 
getting his produce to market and of re- 
turning those commodities for which he 
has exchanged the products of tho farm 
falls as a heavy burden upon tho agri- 
culturist. Tho cost of cartage of crops 
one way from the farm to tho railroad 
station, 5 to 10 miles distant, and of 
fuel, fertilizers, machinery, commercial 
feed stuffs, furniture, clothing and pro- 
visions from tho markets to the country 
home has been so great as to reduco the 
value of farms, a little distant from the 
centers, 50 to 100 per cent, causing them 
in many cases to tie abandoned.

Tho federal congress has nothing what- 
soever to do with the roads in the sev- 
eral states, and it 1b absurd to ask con- 
gress to give the secretary of agriculture 
money to make an inquiry which can do 
no good. A pamphlet compiled and 
printed by tho secretary of agrleultnre 
on this question will be little read and 
will serve no good purpose. 

Every ono will admit tho importance 
of constructing and maintaining good 
roads in every state of the Union, and 
all tho funds available for that purpose 
should be judiciously expended upon tbe 
public highways. But tho roads belong 
peculiarly to tho state sovereignty or to 
the people of each individual state, and 
it is tho well settled law that the roads 
are hold in trust by the public authori- 
ties for tho benefit of tho people of the 
whole state. Tho authority of tho fed- 
eral government extends ouly over the 
land within a state which has been I 
to the federal govt 
been reserved for its uses, t 
occupied for lighthouses or 
fortifications. 

Tho streets of our great cities aro kept 
in good order through taxation levied on 
the inhabitants of the city or county, 
and In New York state in the country 
lets the roads are under the charge 
s'nl authorities, and such, we bc- 
, is the case in every other state of 
the Union.
